It is. All those 
who par tici- 
pated in the 
two recent conventions will testify 
they swallowed political pills, and 
that some of them seemed to be 
made of as.fetida and quinine. 
Some had the effect of green per- 
simmons and others produced old- 
fashiqned stomachaches which 
haven't yet quit hurting. A great 
many of the Taft people yet have 
a green and bilious look from the 
Chicago pills they swallowed. The 
pill-taking at the Democratic gath- 
ering was on a much larger scale. 
In addition to the pills’ of disap- 
pointment and disillusion gulped 
down with a minimum of facial 
contortions on the part of the can- 
didates, the Northern and South- 
ern wings of the party each swal- 
lowed the pills of compromise. 
And for a while there were the 
expected reactions in the form of 
loud protests against the bitter- 

ness of them. 


Truth 


But the plain truth is neither 
pill tastei really bad to either. 
And while botk wings of the party 
have continued routine, plaintive 
comment about not liking the pills, 
they privately are rather ‘happily 
satisfied and each has the idea 
his own pill was less noxious than 
the other. 

There isn’t much wrong with the 
Democratic platform. It is a com- 
promise, as are al] platforms save 
those written by fascist, commu- 
nist or tyranically fanatic dicta- 
torships. Both the Northern and 
Southern wings would, of course, 
have written it differently. As it 
is, it says something of what each 
wished it to say—not all of what 
either wanted. And that’s the way 
it must be. 

The South can stand on this plat- 
form. And daily that is becom- 
ing more evident to even the most 
iron-headed. 

The iron-heads, 
their own opinion alone to be 
right, and who regard any who 
differ with that opinior as wrong, 
will never like it. But, in free 
countries we can’t pay too much 
attention to iron-heads save to see 
to it they don’t come to power. 

Stalin is ar iron-head. He al- 
lows no opposition party, no crit- 
ical speeches or conversation, no 
newspaper, radio or television dis- 
cussion of him or his group save 
fulsome praise. 

Politicians of the Northern wing 
have the job of getting elected as 
do those in the Southern wing. 
Both wings will always have to 
compromise—or split and destroy. 
themselves politically. Only an 
iron-head refuses political com- 
promise.

Predicting ‘‘one of the worst 
milk shortages in history’’ unless 
they can offset pasture losses due 
to drouth with a price increase, 
middle Georgia dairymen Monday 
voted to ask the Milk Control 
Board for a two-cent-a-quart price 
increase. 

A delegation chosen at a special 


district meeting in Macon will ap- 


pear in Atlanta at 11 a. m. Tuesday 
to argue for the increase at a gen- 
eral dairy meeting in the House of 
Representatives Hall. 


HEARING PLANNED 


The Milk Control. Board is ex- 
pected to receive the dairymen’s 
request and act on it at 11 a. m. 
Wednesday at a meeting in the 
state office building. 

Charles Duncan, board director, 
said he would recommend an in- 
crease of one cent a quart. But the 
Georgia Milk Producers Co-op As- 


sociation in Macon decided to ask 


a two-cent increase which it con- 
tends is a rock bottom necessity if 
they are to carry their herds 
through the winter. 

Under Duncan’s proposal three 
cents on each gallon would go to 
the producer and one to the dis- 
tributor to help care for shrinkage 
loss due to spilling of milk. At 
present the distributor absorbs this 
loss. 


BOOST ASKED 


At ‘the Macon meeting, middle 
Georgia dairymen supported their 
plea for a two-cent increase with 
these points: 

The drouth has all but killed 
summer pastures and they are now 
feeding with their winter reserve 
hay. Unless rain comes soon, there 
will be little use in planting fall 
pastures. Replacing the reserve 
hay being fed now will be extreme- 
ly difficult because the drouth has 
stunted crops across the nation and 
prices on the feed supply available 
are climbing rapidly. With feed 
scarcer and costlier, dairymen will 
have to start selling off their herds 
unless they can get a milk price in- 
crease to help them. pay for feed. 


J. K. Zellner, president of the co- 
operative, said many dairymen 
would be forced to sell large num- 
bers of milk cows in order to carry

Milk Problem Is 
With Us Always 


Unless something unforeseen devel- 
ops, the Georgia Milk Control Board 
will meet Wednesday and grant a four- 
eents-per-gallon price raise. That will 
mean a cent a quart at your door. 

Naturallystha consumer does not ap- 
plaud. But he is getting accustomed to 
higher costs. However, he does like an 
explanation. 

With the milk price hike, the reason 
is fairly simple. * Their pastures burned 
by drought and heat, Georgia dairymen 
must feed the silage and the hay they 
had stored for next winter. When win- 
ter comes, in place of the forage on 
which they had counted, they will be 
forced to buy feed. Or they will be 
forced to sell off part or all their herds. 

So the farmer will get a three-cent- 
a-gallon raise in order to insure him 
money to buy feed and hence to insure 
a continuing supply of Georgia-pro- 
duced milk. 

The other cent on the gallon goes to 
the distributor. There the reasons are 
a litthke more obscure. Shrinkage is in- 
volved and driver commissions. 

- A similar apportionment has been 
made in other states where a price in- 
crease has been granted. 

The price increase for milk cannot 
be more than a temporary shot in the 
arm. The problem of an adequate sup- 
ply goes deeper. 

If Georgians drank milk as they 
should, we would really be in a crisis. 
Per capita consumption in our state is 
“not more than a half a pint a day, far 
below the national average and far be- 
low nutritional requirements. 

Georgians do not drink enough milk 
for several reasons. One is the price. 
For the family of five or six, 26 cents 
a quart, 27 cents after the pending raise, 
runs the milk bill. to an astronomical 
level. As the price goes up, nutrition 
and hence health is going to suffer. 

Local production of milk is insuffi- 
cient to meet local demands, particu- 
larly at this time of year. We have al- 
ways that problem of wide seasonal 
fluctuation, from surplus to shortage and 
back to surplus again. 

We tend to change price to influence 
the supply and the demand. That is 
throwing a well-established economic 
principle into reverse. 

We pass protective laws and what 
are in effect subsidies to foster the dairy 
industry in our state, but the industry 
does not seem to respond too well. The 
patient doesn’t put on weight. 

We must go back to a major premise 
which we set up a long time ago—our 
objective should be to get people to 
drink more milk regardless of where it 
comes from so long as it is clean and 
pure. When people drink more milk, 
dairying will profit, 

As a secondary objective, we should 
encourage dairying at home so that as 
far as possible milk consumed in Geor- 
gia comes from Georgia cows. 

In any case, the price should be fair 
to the farmer, to the distributor and to 
the consumer. 

Meanwhile, when a shortage arises 
like the one that is threatening now, if is 
nothing less than shortsightedness, self- 


ishness and downright stubbornness to 


let restrictive regulations like that 
against the use of milk powder prevent 
at least partial relief. 

Our approach to the milk problem 
needs revision. A price raise now may 
be justifiable and may help, but it is a 
temporary expedient. 

_The situation reminds us of the 
farmer with the sick cow. He kept giv- 
ing her whisky and she kept getting 
worse. She was happy when she died, 
but just the same she was dead.

The lack of enthusiasm is under- 
standable in view of the disappointment 
over Senator Russell’s failure to win the 
nomination. However, the committee 
understands that the South won more 
at this convention through fighting for 
its points than it could achieve through 
walkouts and splinter-party movements. 

Although dissatisfied with some fea- 
tures of the platform, the Southerners 
made progress in eliminating others 
wholly distasteful. 

Then, too, they ‘gained national rec- 
ognition in their battle to prevent the 
party’s being captured by extremists and 
in guiding it to a middle-of-the-road 
position. 


Sen. Spence Grayson, of Sav annah, 


fn one of the few statements made at 


the meeting, said, “We have prospered 
under the Democratic administration al- 
though we have not been partial to the 
head of the government.” 

But now the party has a new leader, 
whose ideas apparently are more in line 
with old-style Democratic policies. 

Georgians who are not satisfied with 
the Democrats, however, will have their 
opportunity to cast their votes for the 
GOP slate of electors pledged to Eisen- 
hower. The general will undoubtedly 
get many votes. 

That, too, is the way it should be. 
A Vigorous two-party system remains a 
great need for Georgia and the* South.

In Olympic Games 


The United States won the 1952 
Olympic games by the skin of its 
teeth. Until the final day the Russians 
were in the lead, winning most of their 
points in gymnastics and other fields in 
which the Communists had received 
mass training. 

The Russians made a serious effort 
to take the games, pointing to them for 
months in advance, after the Kremlin 
sent out the word to its hirelings 
throughout the Sovitt world to step up 
athletic training and to recruit the best 
for the* state-sponsored Olympic team. 

Despite all this, the American sys- 
tem of open competition for fun has tri- 
umphed again. The United States team 
depended entirely upon volunteer com- 
petitors and volunteer support from 
American citizens to pay its expenses. 
Its spirit of good sportsmanship was not 
feigned. The character and beliefs of 
its members were not molded nor dic- 
tated by the government nor was victory 
demanded by political bosses. 

It is interesting to note that the 
Communist state-controlled press still 
has made no mention of the final Amer- 
ican triumph, although it boasted every 
Russian victory to high heaven. Had 
the .results been reversed, the free 
American press would have handled it 
the same way as it did the victory. 

Even so, it is remarkable that the 
Reds made as good a showing as they 
did. It should prove to us that this 
regimented, police state is achieving 
more than we like to admit and that it 
is a formidable foe in the athletic as 
well as military and political fields.

Amateurs Present 


Problem for Ike 


WASHINGTON—In organizing his cam 
paign for the White House, Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, the political outsider, is con- 
fronted with one of the same problems faced 
by the last outsider who was a GOP presi- 
dential candidate—the late Wendell L. 
Willkie. 


This problem concerns what to do about 
the “amateurs” who provided so much zip 
Teese and fire that whipped up 
- public support for the 
general in his preconven- 
tion campaign. 
3 In the case of Mr. 
.@. Willkie these spirited 
folks banded together in 
‘‘Willkie Clubs” all over 
the nation and got into 
the hair of regular or- 
ganization politicians. 
These counterparts this 
year, the Eisenhower Citi- 
zens Committee, are demanding a major 
role in the Eisenhower campaign. Their 
spokesmen, Walter Williams of Seattle and 
Mrs. Oswald B. Lord of New York, sat 
down with the Republican nominee and the 
professionals and organization leaders in 
campaign strategy conferences at Denver 
over last week end. 

Arrangements to keep these elements 
working together in harmony cannot be re- 
garded as final or hard-and-fast, at least if 
the 1940 experience is any guide, though 
General Eisenhower has certainly made a 
more propitious start than was the case, with 
Wendell Willkie. 

Aside from a difference of approach and 
outlook which always exists when amateurs 
and professionals in any line of endeavor 
are thrown together, there is a basic incom- 
patability in this particular political situa- 
tion. That is due to circumstances within the 
Republican Party and circumstances that at- 
tended the nomination of General Eisen- 
hower, as they did of Wendell Willkie. 


The nominations of both General Eisen- 
hower and Mr. Willkie were won over, and 
at the expense of, Sen. Robert A. Taft, who 
was the leading contender in 1940 and 1952. 
It must be remembered that supporters of 
Senator Taft included a substantial part of 
regular Republican local organization lead- 
ers, the professionals, particularly in the 
Middle West which is likely again, as in 
1948, to be a strategic battleground. 

In the preconvention campaign this year, 
and in the convention itself, the ‘‘amateurs’’ 
who so zealously press for General Eisen- 
hower’s nomination and the equally zealous 
professional politicians who left nothing un- 
done to bring about Senator Taft’s nomi- 
nation found themselves to be natural ene- 
mies. Both overreached themselves and 
stirred up bitterness that rankles most, as 
is usual, with the losers. And, again, these 
were the Taft forces, the professionals who 
must now carry the burden of the cam- 
paign. 

The general has certain advantages over 
Mr. Willkie as he attempts to bring together 
the diverse amateur and professional ele- 
ments. With sincerity and earnestness, he 
stressed the value of the regular party or- 
ganization from the moment he was nomi- 
nated. At Denver he brought. together 
around the table representatives of the regu- 
lar organization and the ‘‘amateurs,’’ which

Kefauver Dared 
Block the Chiet 


WASHINGTON—It is now apparent that 
whatever chance Sen. Estes Kefauver may 
have had for landing the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination was sacrificed at the 
very beginning of the preconvention cam- 

paign when = he. boldly, 
and somewhat brazenly, 
opposed President Tru- 
man in the New Hamp- 
shire preferential pri- 
mary. 
That was a crime, in 
the eyes of the White 
House, for which the 
President never forgave 
him. Moreover, it was 
compounded by the hu- 
“3 miliating defeat the Ten- 
nessean administered to the Truman slate of 
delegates and some of the bitter things he 
said about the President in that campaign. 


After that the die was cast between the 
White House and the Kefauver candidacy. 
Later on, after the President made his for- 
mal renunciation of any third-term plans, 
there were several friendly meetings of the 
two—but they were friendly only on the sur- 
face. Any hope of White House support of 
the Tennessee senator’s candidacy was lost 
in the victory he won in New Hampshire, 
first of the state primary contests. 

Shortly before he announced his candi- 
dacy back in the spring Senator Kefauver 
was urged by some of his friends to pitch it 
on a plane of not opposing the President, in 
the event he should become a candidate for 
renomination. He was advised to make his 
announcement on the assumption that Mr. 
Truman would not seek re-election—an as- 
sumption that was entirely correct at the 
time. 

The mistake he made was in not properly 
evaluating the President’s hand. By hold- 
ing the strings of. party machinery any 
president is in a position to exercise a tre- 
mendous influence in selecting his successor 
for the nomination. He may not always be 
able te dictate it absolutely, but the power 
of veto is usually his. a 

In the present case, it seemed evident 
from the start that most of the big-city 
bosses and those in control of the large state 
delegations from the East and Middle West 
wouid, in the absence of primary instruc- 
tions, play close in hand with the White 
House. Few of them had binding — 
thus giving them a free hand. 

Another. mistake the Kefauver ae 
made was in siding with the left-wing lib- 
erals in the move to deny Virginia and the 
other two Southern states a seat in the Chi- 
¢ago conv ention. The effect of that was to 
cement Southern opposition to him. He 
likely would not have received any support 
from this quarter in any event, but it would 
have made for better feelings for him to 
have acted otherwise.

“Although May 3 was the clos- 
ing date for registerir.g to vote in 
the November elections, there 
are still important matters to 
come up in subsequent elections 
REGISTER AT HOME 

“College and high school stu- 
dents should take advantage of 
their vacations at home and reg- 
ister now. 

A check through local schools 
here revealed that interest in po- 
litical know-how is high inas- 
much as a variety of courses are 
offered but far too few students 
18 years and over have taken 
advantage ‘of their registration 
rights. 

ONLY 12 REGISTERED 

At Washington Seminary, for 
instance, only about 12 students 
have registered although the 
school staged a regular presi- 
dential campaign last year pat- 
terned after the two national 
parties. 

At Westminster School, two 
members of the senior class of 
‘52. Miss Sally Watters and Miss 
Shelton Brooke, registered the 
first day they became eligible. 

School officials say the coming 
term will see a more concen- 
trated study of civics and politics 
as it’s an election year. 

Atlanta high schools, not only 
encourage registration among 
their students, but this fall will 
offer 12th graders a course on 
problems of democracy. 

Emory, Agnes Scott, Georgia 
Tech and Oglethorpe all give 
courses in. political sciences 
which offer students a chance not 
only to learn the background of 
the principles of politics, but also 
prepares them for their partici- 
pation—when they register.

At present only 407 have vol- 
unteered for the training course. 
Some 2,000 workers are needed 
to operate the center on a 24- 
hour: basis in case of a national 
emergency. 

Several clubs have already 
taken filter center duty as a 
project. Among these are the 
Newcomers Club and the 
Women’s Aero Club. 

Miss King hopes that more 
women’s groups will form train- 
ing classes. She believes that 
such groups would be more con- 
genial and efficient because they 
are accustomed to working to- 
gether. 

There has also been some re- 
sponse from the Boy and Girl 
Scouts; high school students and 
business men and women. 

The training classes that are 
conducted by Air Force person- 
nel are held for two hours once 
a week and last for about ten 
weeks. Classes are now held in 
the morning and at night. In the 
fall afternoon classes are 
planned. 

Each volunteer is trained in- 
dividually to learn the different 
center duties. Lt. Jack Rains of 
the Air Force is in charge of 
training. 

In case of an emergency the 
center will co-ordinate all in- 
formation on aircraft in the area 
extending roughly from Colum- 
bia, S. C., in the north to Macon 
in the south. 

The center will pass data on 
to Dobbin’s Air Force Base for 
possible fighting interception, 
and to other centers if the air- 
craft is flying in their direction. 

The Atlanta Filter Center is 
just one part of the Civil De- 
fense program. Volunteers are 
also needed for plane spotting, 
and many other essential duties.
